1644. intitled, An Ordinance of the 
Lords end Commons aſſembled in Parlia- 
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ment for the true payment of Tithes, and - 
ther ſuch Duties according to the Lawes 
and Cuſtome of the Realm, 1oas-to'recover 
cheir Tithes and other Duties by vertue 
thereof, and in what manner Juſtices of 
Peace oughit to proceed upon the ſame. 
The Lords and. Commons aflembled in 
Parliament for prevention of all ſuch 
doubts and 1{cruples, doe Declare, That 
every Miniſter put,or which ſhall be put 
into any Parſonage, Refory,Vicarage;or 
Ecclefiaſticall Living, by way of Seque- 
ſtration, ' or otherwile, by both or either 
the Houſes of - Parliament, _ or by any 
Committee; or other perſon or. perſons 
by Authotity of any Ordinance or Or- 
der of Parliament, ſhall, and may ſue 
for the recovery of his Tithes; Lie for 
Tithes, ' Rents, andother Duties by 
vyertue of the ſaid Ordinance, in as full 
and ample manner to allintentsand pur- 
poles'; as any other Miniſter, or other 
Perſon whatſoever. And that the Juſti- 
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ces of Peace mentioned in the ſaid Ordi- 
nance, ' ſhall upon complaint to them 
made by any fuch Miniſter as aforelaid, 
or other: perſon . viithin the! faid -Ordi- 
nance; -immediatly without delay iffue 
out their Warraiits to the Conſtables, 
petty Conſtables, or other Otticers, to 
{nmmon {ſuch perion or perſons who 
already have, or hereafter ſhall refn{e to 
fet out, or pay, : of ſhall tubſtra& their 
Tithes, Rates for 'Tithes} Rents; 'or 'o> 
ther Duties, to appeare before them at 
their next nzonthly meeting, or ſooner; 
and uſe all: poflible expedition in - the 
hearing and determining of ſuch 'com- 
plaints 3 And ſhall likewiſe have power 
to award treble damages to the Patties 


complaming, and ſhall award the ſame 


accordingly in all ſach' Caſes where the 
Statute allowes, and: gives the ſame to 


any Mmiſter or other perſon whatſoever.

the laid Ordinance and to impole fuch 
Fines and Penalties, not exceeding the 
{ummeof forty ſhillings, upon the Con- 
ſtables, Petty-Conſtables, and other Ot- 
ficers who ſhall wilfully refuſe or be neg- 
ligent in executing their Warrants, as 
they -in their diſcretion ſhall thinke 
meet. * | ; 

And becauſe ,many Appeales are 
brought into the; Chancery -upon the 
tormer Ordinance for Tithes , ratherfor 
vexatl-

vexation and delay, then otherwiſe; Be 
it therefore Ordained, T hat no Appeale 
ſhall be received or admitted thereup- 
on, untill the party appealing ſhall lay 
downe in money,either with the ſaid Ju- 
ſtices of Peace, or in the Court of Chan- 
cery, the full value of the Tithes adjud- 
ged before the ſaid Juſtices, by way of 


tecurity, to proſecute his Appeale with 


effe&, and to render double coſts and 
damages to the party injur'd or delayed 
by the Appeale, in caſeno reliefe be gi- 
ven upon the Appeale to the Proſe- 
cutor. 


Provided that this Ordinance ſhall 
continue and be in force from the foure 
and twentieth day of July, 164.7. untill 
the firſt day of November, which ſhall 
be in the yeere, 1648. 
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
